Auburn. Wash., May 1J.—One man 
was nearly asphyxiated and three more 
partially overcome by the gas present 
In Stampede tunnel on the Northern 
Paclflc, 80 miles east of here early yes¬ 
terday morning. All of those who were 
the viottms of the gas were trainmen 
In the employ of the railway company, 
and were In charge of westbound 
freight train. No. 603. 

Joseph Goahy, head brakeman on the 
train was In the middle part of the 
train when a coupling broke in two 
and the train was "dynamited" by the 
automatic application of the airbrakes 
following the breaking. 

Realising the extreme danger but 
knowing the coupling would have to be 
repaired before the train could leave 
the tunnel, Goahy endeavored to And 
the broken coupling and became par¬ 
tially overcome with the gas generated 
by the coal that always Is present In 
the tunnel.

* Washington, May 18.—Reports reached the navy department to-day that 
the artillery duel between rebels and fedcrals at Tampico had ceased late yes¬ 
terday and that the results of the engagement were not known. 

Heavy firing at Tampico was resumed at midnight and the constitutional¬ 
ists say they expect to capture Tampico to-day, according to a dispatch re¬ 
ceived from Admiral Mayo. He reported: "The general impression seems to 
be that the expectations of the constitutionalists would be realised. 

Heavy cannonading was heard at Tampico early yesterday continuing 
through the day. Reports were sent from ships off Tampico that the constitu¬ 
tionalists were attacking the city of the oil centre and that the federals were 
answering with heavy guns. 

Rebels Appear to Have Beet of Fight 

The federate had prepared strong entrenchments outside Tampico and It 
was though the constitutionalist gunners were trying to shell the federals from 
these as the first step In their advance to the city proper. 

The cessation of firing at a late hour yesterday gave rise to speculation 
that the federals had been beaten and that the constitutionalists had been 
forced to suspend their attack. The resumption of the firing at midnight is 
to ho a renewal of the constitutionalist attack.

“You call seamen of to-day real sea¬ 
men? Why when I went to sea It was 
a case of wooden ships and Iron men. 
And what Is it to-day? A case of Iron 
ships and wooden men.” 

This significant statement made at a 
waterfront ship chandler’s yesterday 
with particular emphasis, came from 
Capt. Folger, the well known sealer 
who sailed out of this port for mafly 
years in charge of schooners. He was 
lured Into an argument by a seafaring 
man of present day education, who 
tried to Impress upon Capt. Folger that 
the seamen of to-day were every bit 
as good as those of sealing days. The 
above rebuttal by the grey-ha I red mas¬ 
ter produced a great laugh from the 
many who had gathered to listen to ( 
the argument, but It failed to encour¬ 
age the present-day sailor to continue 
his stand. Ho sought n secluded corner. 

Capt. Folger was thinking of the old 
sailing ship days when he made the 
statement. The old wooden vessels were 
driven on through storms with so much 
canvas on the yards that the ships 
strained and cracked, and frequently 
It seemed as though they would pull 
themselves to pieces. The driving skip¬ 
pers used to put padlocks on the sails, 
and 50 years ago some of the finest and 
fastest passage ever logged by wind¬ 
jammers were made. To withstand the 
terrific strain one on these ship* had 
to undergo, a man needed to be made

SCRAF_B00K 

First U. 8. War Against Mexico 
Was Doclarod 68 Yoars Ago To-day. 


Sixty-eight years ago ♦o-day, May 13. 
1846, the United States formally de¬ 
clared war against Mexico, and con¬ 
gress authorised President James Knox 
Polk to raise 56,000 men and $10,000,000 
to carry on the conflict. It w'as only 
after a bitter and acrimonious debate, 
during which the war policy of the 
president was violently denounced, that 
congress took this action. A boundary 
dispute between Mexico and Texas was 
the cause of this appeal to force, al¬ 
though the Immediate casus belli was 
Ihe invasion of Texas by a Mexican 
at my ond the capture of a small body 
of American troops. The news of this 
ambush reached Washington on the^ 
11th of May, when President Polk told 
congress that “Mexico has passed the, 
boundaries of the United S'ate*" and j 
“shed blood upon American soil." The 
president added. “War ex'-sts. and ex 
Ists by th* act of Mexico herself.” As 
n matter of fact, the Mexicans hnd In¬ 
vaded only the disputed territory, 
which was claimed b> both countries. 
Five days before congress determined 
to support the president s oollcy. and | 
Issued a formal declaration, the con j 
ft it-* had actually commenced with the 
battle or Palo Alt4>. in which the 
American army of General Zachary 
T**ior was completely victorious. Be- 
for* the 13th the Mexicans had been 
driven out of the disputed territory 
ond across the* Rio Grande, although, j 
»*, • h*» absence of telegraphs congress 
had n« knowledge of that fact. 

•Inexcusable aggression” was the 
opinion of the Mexican war expressed 
bv President Woodrow Wilson In his 
hook. "A History of the American Peo- 
j pie.” President Wilson, by Inference, 
criticized President Polk because “he 
(had not consulted congress before he 
ordered General Taylor forward t<» the 
I Rio Gramle and brought hla moment¬ 
ous matter to a head thought It had 
h.eiv In session when the order was 
issued.” The historicn Wilson added: 
“He had taken full responsibility (or 
that Upon himself War. indeed, exist 
cd—but by whose act congress was to 
longer at liberty to Inquire.” 

The American arm> of Invasion, the 
president wrote, “fought men as brave 
ne themselves, a subtle, spirited race, 
tenacious t.. the last of all that It could 
hold." In bis history the president re 
ferred to the boundary disputes of the 
United States with Great Britain, but. 
bo adds “The Texas boundaries were 
another matter. Here the government 
dealt with a rival and neighbor with 
whom no compromise was necessary." 
He relates how the United States 
“seized not merely the disputed terri¬ 
tory which Texas claimed, but ulso the 
whole country of the Pacific slope be¬ 
yond. from Oregon to the Gila river, to 
which the United States could have no 
conceivable right except jhat of con¬ 
quest."

It has long been known by those In¬ 
terested In the study of the heavens 
that no better place could be found In 
the Dominion for the establishment of 
such a station than Vancouver Island, 
and the fact has been impressed upon 
the Ottawa government several times. 
The establishment of the observatory 
here will make this one of the greatest 
astronomical centres on the globe, and 
will Immensely add to the repute of 
the city. 

The observatory building Itself will 
be of steel and concrete, from the de¬ 
signs of Dr. Plaskett, and the telescope 
wlU cost >90,000, the whole plant cost¬ 
ing about $200,000. The lens to being 
made by John A. Broshear company, 
of Pittsburg, Penn., celebrated makers 
of telescopes and lenses. It will weigh 
two tons, and by its means It will be 
possible to observe the transit of stars 
of the ninth magnitude, marking a 
considerable advance In the science. 
The tube is being manufactured by 
Warner A Swaaey company, of Cleve¬ 
land, Ohio. 

The site chosen for the observatory 
: Is 732 feet above the sea, and the build¬ 
ing will stand 60 feet In height, so that 
U will be a prominent feature from all 
sides. The’ telescope will be 30 feet In 
length, and the diameter of the reflect¬ 
ing lens will be 72 Inches, exceeding by 
many Inches the largest yet ground. 
When completed the telescope will 
weigh some eight tons and the machin¬ 
ery which will give It motion In every 
direction will weigh about 40 tons.

last evening. Men and women, young 
and old, of all walks of life, religion 
and political views were there to hear- 
David Goldstein, of Boston, Mass., who 
is touring the country’ under the aus¬ 
pices of the Knights of Columbus In a 
campaign against the doctrines of 
Socialism. 

The hall was filled to capacity, fully 
a hundred persons being compelled to 
stand up at the rear. Mayor Stewart 
presided and in a brief speech Intro¬ 
duced the speaker of the evening. 

Mr. Goldstein stated that while this: 
was hla first visit to Canada, the Brit¬ 
ish institutions were no strangers to 
him, he having been’ born tinder the 
Union Jack. 

Mr. Goldstein charged that Social¬ 
ism was in reality aetheism In modern 
garb. He stated that every dignitary 
of the Roman Catholic church held the 
view that Socialism was an anti-Chris -1 
tian doctrine and that there was no 
such thing as a Catholic Socialist. No 
man who adhered to the doctrines of 
Socialism could become a member of 
the Knights of Columbus. Socialists, 
he reclared. sought to control the power, 
of the state In order to make the state' 
die out. They would throttle the state 
with Its own hands. 

He declared that 95 per cent, of thoseI 
who joined the Socialist party only ] 
learned what it was after they had J 
Joined. Heads of labor unions recog¬ 
nized that Socialism was the worst 
enemy of organized labor, being on the 
inside Several of the strongest unions 
he declared, were opposed to Socialism,
